In December of 1833 Hartnell College 
opened with an enrollment of 15 stu- 
dents. 

Each student was required to have 
two suits of underwear, necessary top 
clothes, and a horse. The fee for board, 
lodging, and tuition was $200 a year. 

Although it had been successful in 
its early stages, the college continued 
for only two more years. 

In 1948 Salinas Junior College was 
given the new name of Hartnell Col- 
lege in honor of the Englishman who had 
established California’s first “School of 
higher learning.”
